Remarks 

The changes above have been provided to improve the clarification of the claim 
language and claims 1 and 5 have been amended to correct a typographical error and 
formal issues that have no effect on the legal scope of the patent, no authorization for 
these amendments was required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest, alone or in combination, a gas 
discharge lamp that includes a capacitor in parallel to the lamp and an inductor that is in 
series with the parallel connection of the lamp and capacitor and particularly including 
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"the oscillator providing a lamp voltage at a first high oscillating frequency during 
ignition of the lamp and at a second high oscillating frequency during normal 
operation of the lamp after its ignition, wherein at least one of the first and 
second oscillating frequencies is frequency modulated", in combination with the 
remaining claimed limitations as recited in claims 1 and 13(claims 2-6, 14-18 are 
allowed, since they are dependent on claims 1 and 13). 

Prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest, alone or in combination, 
a method for driving a gas discharge lamp via an oscillator that includes DC input 
terminals, AC output terminals for connecting to a load comprising an inductor in series 
with a parallel connection of the lamp and a capacitor and particularly including " 
providing a lamp voltage at a first high oscillating frequency during ignition of 
the lamp and providing the lamp voltage at a second high oscillating 
frequency during normal operation of the lamp after its ignition, 
wherein at least one of the first and second high oscillating frequencies is 
frequency modulated", in combination with the remaining claimed limitations as 
recited in claim 7(claims 7-12, 19-20 are allowed, since they are dependent on claim 7).
